‘That is the babis of the opposition 
which is shown towards it both by the 
Church of England. and the. Church f. 

The desire of the oxcellent 
Mr Birrell, whp by the way in the speech 
with which “he introduced the Bill-wne 
frank enough fo explain that he was a 
Nonconformist to the core, is possibly to 
settle the difficulties attending religious 
teaching in public schools, in the hest

religion. One of the provisions abolishes 
religious tests for teachers. This can of 
course be represented as a splendidly 
Liberal concession, and it may be claimed: 


“| that it removes for ever any penalising 


for religious belief. On the other hand 
it means that such religions teaching as 
is decided“ upon may be given by an 
agnostic; by a Roman Catholic to Pro- 
-testant children, or vice yerea. Tho 
objection may -be mised that the Bill 
specifically provides thot a teacher shall 
not be required to give any religious 
instruction, but that is very different, 
from declaring that he “shall not” give 
it. Attendance by the children at the 
religious instruction is not compulsory. 
In other’ words ‘schools open ostensibly |

‘Tho Volunteor Reservinty Ired-oll the 
first monthly shuot for the Cures Maw 
Cup at tho King’ Park range on Saturday 
afternoon, and the event proved to be a 
more than usually interoating one, ,Not- 
withstanding thut it was & very hot after- 
noon the Reservists turned up in good 
numbers und firing was commenced very 
shortly after 2 o'clock, all four targeta be- 

The conditions of the compotition were 
somewhat novel, and as far ag the Volunteer 
Reservists are concerned provided the first 
opportunity that thoy have had of firing at 
a disappearing target. Each man was r'e- 
quired to.fire ten rounds at disappearing 
target on which the bull's oye was repre- 
sented by a head and shoulders of s man ;

good, considering the novelty of it. It was 
agreed on all sidea that the competition 
was a decidedly interesting one, and 
the very thing that the Reservists were in 
want of.
